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POTENTIAL HAZARDS
FIRE OR EXPLOSION
• Substance is t ransported in molten form at a temperature above 705°C (1300°F).
• Vio lent  react ion wi th  water ;  contact  may cause an explos ion or  may produce a

f lammable gas.
• Wi l l  igni te combust ib le mater ia ls (wood, paper,  o i l ,  debr is,  etc.) .
• Contact  wi th  n i t ra tes or  other  ox id izers may cause an explos ion.
• Contact  wi th conta iners or  other  mater ia ls ,  inc luding cold,  wet  or  d i r ty  tools,  may cause

an explos ion.
• Contact  wi th concrete wi l l  cause spal l ing and smal l  pops.

HEALTH
• Contact  causes severe burns to  sk in  and eyes.
• Fi re may produce i r r i ta t ing and/or  tox ic  gases.

• Keep unauthor ized personnel  away.
• Venti late closed spaces before entering.

PROTECTIVE CLOTHING
• Wear posit ive pressure self-contained breathing apparatus (SCBA).
• Wear f lame retardant structural f i ref ighters’  protect ive clothing, including faceshield,

helmet and gloves,  th is wi l l  provide l imi ted thermal  protect ion.
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EMERGENCY RESPONSE
FIRE
• Do Not  Use Water ,  except  in  l i fe  threatening s i tuat ions and then only  in  a  f ine

spray.
• Do not  use halogenated ext inguishing agents  or  foam.
• Move combust ib les out  of  path of  advancing pool  i f  you can do so wi thout  r isk.
• Ext inguish f i res started by molten mater ial  by using appropriate method for the burning

material; keep water, halogenated extinguishing agents and foam away from the molten
material.

SPILL OR LEAK
• Do not touch or walk through spil led material.
• Do not attempt to stop leak, due to danger of explosion.
• Keep combustibles (wood, paper, oi l ,  etc.) away from spil led material.
• Substance is very f luid, spreads quickly, and may splash. Do not try to stop it with

shovels or other objects.
• Dike far ahead of spil l ;  use dry sand to contain the f low of material.
• Where possible allow molten material to solidify naturally.
• Avoid contact even after material solidif ies. Molten, heated and cold aluminum

look al ike; do not touch unless you know it is cold.
• Clean up under the supervision of an expert after material has solidif ied.

FIRST AID
• Move victim to fresh air. •  Call 911 or emergency medical service.
• Give art i f ic ia l  respirat ion i f  v ict im is not breathing.
• Administer oxygen i f  breathing is di f f icul t .
• For severe burns,  immediate medical  at tent ion is required.
• Removal  of  sol id i f ied mol ten mater ia l  f rom skin requires medical  assistance.
• Remove and isolate contaminated clothing and shoes.
• In case of  contact  wi th substance,  immediate ly  f lush sk in or  eyes wi th running water  for

at  least 20 minutes.
• Keep v ic t im warm and quiet .
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
